We both think that the draft "term sheet" is a 
helpful conceptual step and look forward to improving it together on Friday. After 
that, the WBIA Board can consider it at their Thursday, March 17 Board meeting, 
and the Vitalization Corporation can consider it at their April Board meeting.
